— In exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by sub-section (1) of Section 97 read with clause 
(xxi)of sub-scction (2) and sub-section (2'A) of that 
section and sub-section (2) of section 17 of the Emplo- 
yees’ State Insuratnce Act, 1948 (34 of 1948), the Em- 
ployees’ State Insurance Corporation hereby makes, 
with the approval of the Central Government, th® 
following regulations further to amend the Employees’ 
State Insurance Corporation (Staff and Conditions of 
Service) Regulations 1959, namely ; — 

1. (1) These regulations may be called the Employees’ 

State Insurance Corporation (Staff and Con- 
ditions of Service) Amendment Regulations, 
1973. 

(2) They shall come into foirce on the dale of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Employees’ State Insurance Corporation 
(Staff and Conditions of Service) Regulations, 1959, 
for sub-regulation (3) of regulation 6 , the following 
sub-regulation shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(3) the services of a temporary employee may be 
terminated without assigning any reason tnerc- 
for, at any time, after giving him one month’s 
notice by the appointing authority ; 

Provided that the services of any such employee may 
be terminated forthwith and on such termination, the 
employee shall be entitled to claim a sum equivalent to 
the amount of his pay and allowances for the period of 
notice at the same rates at which he was drawing them 
immediately before the termination of his service, or, 
as the case may be, for the period by which such notice 
falls short of one month”.
